Bridges declared. “We are being 
asked, literally, to spend ourselves 
to ruin.” 
Bridges contended that the bud­ 
get, for the year beginning July 
I, “actually requests authority to 
spend $94,500,000,000 and another 
$4,000,000,000 
to 
liquidate 
old 
bills.” 
For this reason, he said, the $16,- 
500,000,000 in new taxes suggest­ 
ed by the president “will not come 
close to 
balancing 
our 
federal 
books.” 
Claim Branded Fraud 
He said that by next Ju ne 30 the 
government may owe $55,000,000,- 
000 in unpaid bills not figured in 
the federal debt, adding that it 
“cannot run a gigantic check kite 
indefinitely.” 
Bridges asserted there is “ob­ 
viously frau d” in the president’s 
claim that 130 non-defense items 
were reduced under last year’s 
outlays.

Safety Problem 
The problem of traffic accidents, 
injuries and deaths was discussed 
yesterday at meetings of the Es­ 
canaba Rotary club 
and

club under the heading of “How 
can we improve the traffic safety 
record of Delta county in 1951?” 
State police Sgt. Ralph Shea- 
hnn of Marquette, who conducted 
the panel discussion, said the ans­ 
wer to the problem is in 
better 
traffic safety habits on the part 
of all motorists and pedestrians. 
Comprising the panel were Sgt. 
Sheahan, Robert Leonard, Escan­ 
aba city safety director:

Many Safety Factors 
Last year Delta county’s traffic 
fatality toll was 13, highest for 
any county in the Upper Penin­ 
sula. 
Opening 
the 
discussion, 
Sgt 
Sheahan pointed out 
that 
since 
1910, when the “traffic problem” 
began in the United States, a to­ 
tal of 919.000 persons have been 
killd by automobiles. 
This total, 
he added, is greater than the com­ 
bined deaths of American fighting 
forces in the Revolutionary, War 
of 1812, Civil, Spanish American, 
and World Wars I and 2. In ad­ 
dition to the toll of deaths, 
33 
million Americans have been in­ 
jured in traffic 
accidents 
since 
1910. 
The problem of traffic 
safety 
should be considered 
“from 
all 
sides,” and the public should avoid 
placing the blame on “a whipping 
boy,” Sgt. Sheahan said. 
Traffic officers, courts, and pro­ 
secutor must 
do 
a 
good 
job; 
schools should teach traffic safe­ 
ty; and parents can assist by ex­ 
ample in teaching 
good 
driving 
habits, the discussion brought out. 
Suggests Speed Limit 
Leonard, Escanaba safety dir­ 
ector, said more enforcement and 
education, and better engineering 
will assist in bringing traffic safe­ 
ty to city streets. More off-street 
parking to relieve congestion was 
specifically mentioned by Leon­ 
ard. 
Sheriff Miron pointed out that

Enrichment Is Sought 


Enrichment of white bread and 
floor used in Michigan is being 
urged by the Michigan Nutrition 
council, and a bill to make en­ 
richment a compulsory require­ 
ment is scheduled to be introduc­ 
ed in the current session of 
the 
Michigan legislature. 
The nutrition council is a vol­ 
untary, 
non-profit 
organization 
dedicated to improving nutrition 
for people in Michigan. Numer­ 
ous health, welfare and education 
organizations are represented by 
the council. 
In Delta County, Mrs Victor 
Powers, a member of the county 
lay health committee, is making a 
survey of some stores and bak­ 
eries to determine what kinds of 
white bread and flour are sold 
and what percentage is enriched. 
Low Income Groups 
Enriched bread and flour, the 
council says, are the usual white 
bread and flour to which speci­ 
fied amounts of three B vitamins 


Milk Price Up 


Another Cent 


Second Rise Within 
30-Day Period 


To meet the 
competition 
of 
condensary prices paid to farmers 
for milk and because of 
rising 
costs, dairy processors in the Del­ 
ta county area 
have 
increased 
their price to the consumer 
for 
the second time within a period 
of about 30 days. 
A 
spokesman 
for

dairymen said a factor 
in 
the 
price rise is the government pur­ 
chase of milk products through 
the large condensaries, 
with

consequent increase

for the available supply and

rise in price to the farmer. Prices 
paid the farmer for whole milk 
has gone up 2 to 2H cents 
per 
quart and labor costs are rising, 
the spokesman said. 
On the consumer side of

picture, the dairy processors, ef­ 
fective last Saturday, Jan. 20, es­ 
tablished the following prices on 
milk and milk products: 
Pasteurized milk, per quart, 19 
cents;

The latest increase brings the 
price up one to two cents on every 
item except buttermilk since mid-

health department, Mrs. Powers 
found that most bread and flour 
sold 
in 
Escanaba 
is 
enriched. 
However, she found only one store 
which sells unbleached flour. The 
survey is only partially completed 
here, but will be finished shortly. 
Bread enrichment costs about 
one cent for 25 
loaves, 
a 
cost 
which can be absorbed by 
the 
baker, the council states. Enriched 
bread and flour compare _ favor­ 
ably in nutritive value with the 
coarser whole wheat products, but 
enrichment does not change the 
character or taste of white bread 
and flour. 
Is Thrifty Way 
Inadequate diets are widespread j 
in the nation, and without bread ; 
and flour enrichment, 
American 
diets are low in thiamine, ribofla- j 
vin, niacin and iron, the council 
points out. All available evidence, 
it states, shows that bread and 
flour enrichment improves diets. 
Because bread is basic and eat­ 
en more often and in larger quan­ 
tities than other food, 
scientists 
selected bread and flour to carry 
added amounts of these 
enrich­ 
ment ingredients. 
It is believed 
the thrifitiest and easiest way to 
provide important nutrients with­ 
out changing food habits. 
Vitamins used to enrich bread 
are identical to natural vitamins, 
and are those recognized as being 
most important in human nutri­ 
tion. 
They are commonly low in 
a large percentage of diets, the 
council explains. 
Widely Endorsed 
The problem, the council notes, 
is not enrichment versus whole 
wheat bread, but enrichment plus 
educational 
effort. 
Nutritionists 
have for years urged people to 
eat whole wheat bread, without 
success. 
Not more than a frac­ 
tion of one per cent of today’s en­ 
tire bread output is IOO per cent 
whole wheat, the council says. 
Every 
professional, 
scientific 
body in the country which 
has 
considered the enrichment pro­ 
gram has endorsed it, the council 
points out. The federal govern­ 
ment considered 
enrichment 
so 
important to national health that 
enrichment of all white bread and 
rolls was ordered for the duration 
of the war emergency. In view of 
this, the council stresses that it is 
logical that enrichment be contin­ 
ued in peacetime, as well as dur­ 
ing an emergency.

isn’t so good up here any more, but I see 
you’re still catching them down in Wash­ 
ington. 
PEARSON’S POLICE RECORD 
Biggest change in Swarthmore, 
how­ 
ever, is going to be the new town hall, for 
which—with proper ceremonies—we broke 
ground. The old town hall, a gaunt, un­ 
gainly eyesore, caught fire last year, which 
reminded me that maybe the police rec­ 
ords had burned with it, thereby removing 
from the clutches of my senatorial well­ 
wishers the criminal evidence they have 
been so diligently trying to find.

PRONUNCIATION CLINIC 


Q. I’d like to nominate die word dour 
for your Pronunciation Clinic. 
Does 
the 
word rhyme with “sour” or with “boor”?— 
L. E. R. 
A. Dour is a Scottish word from the Lat­ 
in durns, “hard; rough; strong.” 
Hence, 
dour means, “hardy; obstinate; gloomy.” 
Tile word seldom occurs in English except 
in the term “dour Scotsman.” 
Now as to the pronunciation, the elderly 
dictionaries show only “door” 
to 
rhyme 
with “boor, moor,” which is the Scottish 
pronunciation. 
But in American usage, dour most often 
rhymes with “hour, sour.” This is a quite 
natural and logical pronunciation based on 
analogy with such words as flour, hour, 
our, scour, sour, etc. 
A friend of mine, who is inclined to be 
too much of a jurist in matters of pronun­ 
ciation. chides me thus: “Dour to rhyme 
with sour? Oh, no! 
No Scotsman would 
even consent to that illiterate pronuncia­ 
tion.” 
Well, perhaps not. But this is America, 
not Scotland; and American speech is not 
influenced by Scottish, or even British, 
usage. 
My friend errs seriously in stating that 
dour to rhyme with sour is illiterate. Dour 
to rhyme with sour is now sanctioned by 
the newest editions of our best dictionar­ 
ies: Webster’s New Collegiate (1949); the 
American College Dictionary (1919); Ken­ 
yon and Knott’s Pronouncing Diostionary

nunciation listed by 
Burges 
Johnson's

boot lace. But the pressure w as not suf­ 
ficient, the boot lace stretched, and the 
man died.

of brakes followed by the 
crash of metal announced another high­ 
way crash. Motorists stopped to assist the 
injured. A woman whose back was hurt 
was bundled into a car and rushed to the 
hospital—where it was found the spinal 
cord had been damaged because of the 
rough handling. She 
was 
permanently 
paralyzed. 
How to apply artificial respiration, what 
to do when a bone is fractured, how to halt 
the floovv of blood, what to do for frost 
bite, or in cases of electric shock is un­ 
known to the majority of people.

THE RED CROSS — One of the least 
dramatic yet most needful services of the 
American Red Cross is its program of first 
aid training. 
It is a continuing program w ith classes 
scheduled periodically for the benefit of 
persons who are taught first aid and in 
turn become qualified Red Cross first aid 
instructors. 
Individuals in every community have 
the opportunity to enroll In first ald 
classes. Efforts are being made to ex­ 
tend this knowledge beyond the group 
who use it most—firemen, 
policemen, 
foremen and others in Industry—to 
a 
still larger group of persons Including 
the mother iii the home.

Nahma, Bark River and e lse w h e re . 
To 
keep their rating the fjrst aid men must 
take a “brush up” course at least every 
three years. This refresher training was 
recently completed In Delta county. 
State police and sheriff's officers, city 
police and firemen, have first nid training. 
But 
an officer is not often immediately 
present following a highway a c c i d e n t . The 
initial treatment of accident victims be­ 
fore the arrival of a doctor can spell the 
difference between life and death. 
The 
first aid stations in the county are recog­ 
nized by the Red Cross sign. First aid sup­ 
plies are also kept there.

WITHOUT TRAINING—Persons with­ 
out first aid training must be cautioned 
against trying to treat the i n j u r e d . They 
can often do more harm than good. 
Dr. Richard C. Schneider, 
assistant 
professor of surgery, University of Mich­ 
igan, recently cautioned against careless 
handling of accident cases, particularly 
spinal injuries. There should be no at­ 
tempt 
to 
massage the back or neck, 
manipulate the arms or legs of injured 
persons, he warned. 
Majority of the spinal injuries occur in

where often there 
are well-meaning passersby who attempt 
first aid.
